! press bureau... The Formidable had a complement of^JSO 


I men, commanded by Capt. Arthur L. Loxley. She had a dis- 


placement of 15,000 tons and was a sister ship to the Irresis- 
table, built in 1898. Official statement is as follows: 


"The British battleship Formidable was sunk in the English 


channel this morning, 71 members of her crew being saved. 
It is not known at this time whether the Formidable was sunk 
by a mine or a German submarine." 


N-- The Formidable is the twentieth big ship lost by England 


since, the war began, the last naval loss being the battleship 
Bulwark, .destroyed by a mysterious explosion near Sheerness, 
Eng<, on Nov. 26. The press bureau gave out this announce- 
ment at 2 o'clock and the news caused great excitement. It is 
concluded that the German submarines are again becoming 
active in retaliation of the raid made Christmas day on the 
German toast by the British. The Formidable was attached 
to the home fleet and had been employed doing coast patrol 
duty and as a.guardship to transports carrying troops to 
French ports.
